The prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest an oriented biodegradable aliphatic- 
aromatic copolyester (AAPE) film comprising the recited AAPE with the specified glass 
transition temperature (Tg) and weight average molecular weight, and particles, wherein the film 
further has the recited combination of water vapor transmission rate (WVTR), modulus of 
elasticity, and elongation of break. HALE ET AL (US 6,703,115) and SHELBY ET AL (US 
2003/0088033) and SCHIFFER ET AL (US 2002/0098341) fail to disclose films with the recited 
mechanical properties; the KHEMANI ET AL references fail to disclose the recited WVTR 
values and elongation at break; BUCHANAN ET AL references fail to disclose the recited Tg 
and weight average molecular weight; EUROPEAN PATENT APPLICATION 1 106 640 fail to 
disclose the recited WVTR values; JP 2003-183483 and 2003-160202 and 2004-057016 fail to 
disclose or suggest the recited combination of WVTR and mechanical properties.
